Through  the  efforts  of  the  Fire  Department,  Women's  Auxiliary,  Police  Department  we  purchased  a 
16  MM  Movie  Projector  for  training  films. 

This  year  Fire  Department  members  decorated  the  fire  house  for  the  holiday  season  -  thanks  to  the 
generous  donation  of  all  lights  and  decorations  by  Mr.  Eugene  Lagassee,  Academy  Avenue,  of  Lagassee  Amusements.

Joseph  Baumer  has  been  appointed  Deputy  Chief  taking  the  place  of  Gordon  Roberts  who  moved 
to  Amesbury,  Mass. 

Money  derived  from  the  Policeman's  Ball  and  New  Years  basket  made  it  possible  to  purchase 
jackets  for  each  man  and  other  items  for  the  Department. 

The  Department  received  thirty  one  calls  from  persons  informing  us  they  were  on  vacation  or 
going  to  be  away.

During  the  year  there  have  been  a  goodly  number  of  sanitary  system  installations.  There  has  been 
excellent  cooperation  between  the  builders  and  the  Town.

Regular  meetings  of  the  Planning  Board  are  held  on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month  at  7:00  P.  M. 

Public  hearings  were  held  in  August  and  September  on  a  possible  zoning  change.  At  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  held  October  11,  all  the  land  on  the  easterly  side  of  Main  St.  which  was  formerly  in  the  Commercial  Zone 
was  changed  to  Residential  and  Agricultural  Zone.    This  was  done  principally  on  request  of  the  residents  of  Green  Hill. 

More  stringent  rules  on  subdivisions  and  plot  plan  procedures  were  put  into  effect  by  the  State  this 
year.    Your  Planning  Board  has  also  adopted  them  by  permission  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  October  11. 

We  have  met  with  representatives  of  the  Seacoast  Regional  Plan  in  respect  to  finding  ways  to  improve 
our  town  byputting  to  best  use  the  resourceswe  now  have.  One  of  Atkinson's  best  products  is  ourwealth  of  highly  skilled 
labor. 

We  have  met  with  a  few  large  contractors  in  regard  to  the  advisability  of  allowing  the  construction  of 
Garden  Type  Apartments  and,  or,  multiple  dwellings.    No  conclusions  have  been  reached  as  yet. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  the  Town  Engineer,  the  Building  Inspector  and  the  townspeople  for 
their  cooperation  with  us  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BICENTENNIAL  COMMITTEE 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Atkinson  Bicentennial  Committee  was  held  on  June  14,  1966  at  the 
Dyke  Auditorium.  This  initial  meeting  was  opened  by  the  Selectmen  who  introduced  Robert  H.  Moore  as  the  General 
Chairman  of  the  Celebration  to  be  held  in  the  Summer  of  1967.  Those  present  moved  and  seconded  the  nomination  of 
Robert  H.  Moore  as  General  Chairman,  Harry  B.  Tuttle  as  Honorary  Chairman,  Mrs.  Gladys  Dyke  as  Treasurer,  Mrs. 
Paul  B.  VVoodlock  as  Secretary,  Russell  P.  Burbank  as  Publicity  Director  and  Donald  L.  Murphy  as  Program  Chairman. 

Additional  open  meetings  were  held  in  June,  July,  August  and  September  of  1966  in  which 
the  following  determinations  were  made: 

1.  The  specific  date  for  the  Bicentennial  Celebration  was  discussed  and  voted.  It  was  de- 
termined that  the  celebration  program  would  begin  on  August  28,  1967  and  conclude  on  Sep- 
tember 4,  1967.  This  is  an  8 -day  Celebration  and  is  planned  to  tie  in  with  the  actual  in- 
corporation date  of  Atkinson  -  September  3,  1767. 

2.  The  major  events  for  Bicentennial  Week  were  discussed  and  voted  on  and  it  was  decided 
that  the  celebration  activities  would  include  a  parade,  a  pageant,  a  fair,  an  old  timers  cos- 
tume ball,  and  a  souvenier  Bicentennial  book.  There  would  also  be  additional  events  and 
activities  to  round  out  the  program  and  make  Atkinson  Bicentennial  Week  the  most  exciting 
8  days  in  the  history  of  the  town. 

3.  Individual  committee  members  were  obtained  for  specific  phases  of  the  program  and  chair- 
men were  voted  in  for  some  of  the  committees.  Among  these  were  Mrs.  Donald  E.  Hannigan, 
Pageant  Committee  and  Gordon  E.  Brennan,  Finance  Chairman. 

4.  A  budget  was  prepared  for  the  Bicentennial  Program  and  was  presented  at  various  open 
meetings  as  well  as  to  specific  committees,  including  the  town  budget  committee. 

At  present  the  Bicentennial  Committee  is  conducting  meetings  and  putting  together  an  ex- 
citing Bicentennial  Program  that  will  long  be  remembered  by  everyone  who  will  be  in  Atkinson  during  the  wonderful 
8  days  between  August  28  and  September  4,  1967.

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THE  HISTORICAL  ACCOUNT  OF  GEORGE  PARSONS  DOW,   FIRST  SERGEANT 
OF  CO.  C,  SEVENTH  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  VOLUNTEERS  INFANTRY  REGIMENT 


George  Parsons  Dow  was  born  in  At- 
kinson, N.  H.  August  7,  1840,  son  of  Moses  and  Sally  Page 
(Hanson)  Dow.  His  early  life  was  spent  on  his  father's  farm, 
and  in  attendance  of  the  district  school  during  the  winter  months. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  War  of  the 
Rebellion,  his  patriotism  was  at  once  aroused,  and  as  soon  as 
his  affairs  could  be  arranged,  he  enlisted  as  Private  in  Co. ,  C, 
7th  N.  H.  Volunteers  Infantry  Regiment,  October  14,  1861,  at 
the  age  of  21  years.  He  was  mustered  in  November  6,  1861, 
as  Private;  appointed  Corporal,  November  15,  1861;  Sergeant, 
July  18,  1862;  First  Sergeant,  December  22,  1863.  He  was 
discharged,  December  22,  1864  by  reason  of  expiration  of  terms 
of  service,  and  mustered  out  December  27,   1864. 

During  his  service  he  participated  in 
the  battle  of  Morris  Island,  TheBattles  of  Chester  Station,  Va. , 
Drury's  Bluff,  Hatch's  Farm,  Deep  Run,  Spring  Hill,  New  Mark- 
et Heights,  Laurel  Hill,  Derbytown  Road,  and  the  several  re- 
connaissances toward  Richmond,  Va.  and  all  the  minor  en- 
gagements in  which  the  7th,  Regiment  participated.  He  re- 
ceived a  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor  for  gallantry,  October 
1864  in  reconnaissance  toward  Richmond,  Va. 

The  heavy  line  of  earthworks  which  had  been  constructed  along  the  line  of  our  front,  occupied 
the  exact  position  where  our  men  stood  in  line,  and  so  handsomely  repulsed  the  Confederate  attack  on  the  7th.  All  the 
troops  in  our  division  had  pitched  their  tents  by  regiments,  and  brigades,  just  in  the  rear  of  the  line,  and  everything  had 
the  appearance  of  our  passing  the  winter  at  this  place. 

An  order  published  at  "Headquarters  Department  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  Army  of  the 
James"  dated  "Before  Richmond,  October  11,  1864"  and  signed  by  Major  General  Benjamin  Franklin  Butler,  command- 
ing the  Dept.  of  Va.  and  N.  C. ,  contained  the  names  of  the  following  comrades  of  the  old  Seventh,  who  were  honor- 
ably mentioned  for  gallant  and  meritorious  services  in  the  field  and  for  coolness  and  bravery  before  the  enemy:  - 

Colonel  Joseph  C.  Abbott,  7th  N.  H.  commanding  Second  Brigade,  First  Division,  Tenth 
Army  Corps,  is  recommended  for  the  brevet  for  his  gallant  and  soldierly  conduct  since  the  campaign  commenced,  and 
for  the  skillful  and  able  manner  in  which  his  brigade  was  led  to  the  rebel  works  within  2  miles  of  Richmond,  on  October 
1,  instant"  First  Lieutenant  Ferdinand  Davis,  Co. ,  D 

Sergeant  William  Tilton,  Co.  C 

Sergeant  F.   W.  Little,  Co.   D 

Sergeant  G.  F.  Robie,  Co.  D 

Sergeant  John  A.  Coburn,  Co.  H. 
and  Sergeant  George  Parsons  Dow,  of  Co.  C. ,  who  was  in  command  of  his  company  in  the  reconnaissances  toward  Rich- 
mond, and  behaved  with  great  gallantry.     He  is  recommended  to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  a  medal  of  honor.    He  was 
"awarded  the  Medal  of  Honor,  under  the  resolution  of  Congress  No.  43,  approved  July  12,  1862,  and  section  6  of  Act 
of  Congress,  approved  March  3,  1863  for  gallantry,  October  1864  in  reconnaissance  toward  Richmond,  Va. 

For  a  time  on  Morris  Island,  So.  Carolina,  he  acted  as  Color  Sergeant,  and  at  Bermuda  Hun- 
dred, Va. ,  was  detailed  for  a  time  as  a  Sharp-shooter.  During  his  service  he  was  slightly  wounded  three  times  and 
proudly  referred  to  the  fact  that  he  was  never  in  the  hospital  a  day. 

After  his  return  home  from  service,  he  settled  on  the  farm  in  his  native  Atkinson,  N.  H.  He 
soon  after  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits,  and  became  proprietor  of  a  country  store  in  Atkinson,  making  a  specialty  of 
groceries  and  general  merchandise.  He  was  soon  after  appointed  as  Postmaster,  and  held  the  position  for  27  years.  His 
farm  was  a  model  one,  and  he  spared  no  means  to  make  it  a  beautiful  home.  It  was  known  by  the  name  of  "Fair  View.  "
